From the Monmouthshire (Eng.,) Merlin, Sept 16. 
DREADFUL TRAGEDY. 

On Tuesday the greatest horror was excited in 
consequence of areport being widely disseminated 
that aman named Nicholas Steinberg, an optician, 
of No. 17, Southampton-street, Pentonville, had in. 
humanly murdered his wife and family, consisting of 
four children, and afterwards destroyed himself. It 
appears that Mr. Steinberg, the perpetrator of the 
horrid act, was about forty years of age, and some 
years ago he received a patent for inventing a whip 
of peculiar construction, and was generally consi- 
dered to be a man of very inventive genius. About 
twelve months since, he took the house No. 17, 
Southampton-street, Pentonville, as fenant-at-will, 
of Mr. Cuthbert, of Liverpool street, Islington, and 
he entered with his wife and family, and carried on 
his trade as usual. It appears that he was a German. 
A few months ago he received intelligence of the ill- 
ness ofa relation, and he proceeded with his family 
to Germany to pay a visit to him and his friends, 
leaving his business under the direction of a young 
man who had worked with him for a considerable 
period. He took with him a girl named Harriet 
Pearson, who had been in his service previously. On 
Saturday afternoon last he returned from Germany 
with his family, and again taok up his residence in 
Southampton-street, when he appeared cheerful and 
exhibited his useful marks of affection towards his 
wife and children. On the Sunday morning after 
their arrival, Harriet Pearson, the servant, over- 
heard Mr. Steinberg talking rather loudly and angri- 
ly to the youngman who was left to transact the bu- 
siness, and it appeared subsequently, from the state- 
ment of Mrs. Steinberg, that during their absence 
the young man had been acting extravagantly, and 
that things had not been attended to with the vigi- 
lance that he expected. He was discharged on the 
same day, and was ordered to call on the Sunday 
evening for his clothes, &c., but he quitted the 
house, and has not since been heard of. 

On Monday night last, about eight o’clock, the 
family were sitting in the kitchen together, when 
vir, Steinberg was very cheerful, and conversed with 
his wife, with whom the servant never knew 
him to quarrel during the twelve months she was in 
the service. He called herdown stairs, and ordered 
her to go and fetch a pint of beer and a quartern of 
gin, on which he complained of being very tired, 
and said he would retire to bed. On the servant 
bringing the beer, Séc., her mistress ordered her to 
go home and come again on the following morning. 
Mr. Steinberg suggested that she should sleep in the 
house; but the girl, who is only 15 years of age, 
preferred going to sleep at her mother’s, and she was 
permitted to leave. On the following morning, at 
six o’clock, the servant arrived at the house and 
knocked at the door several times, but she received 
no answer, and she returned home again, thinking 
that the family were tired and required rest. She, 
however, returned again at 9 o’clock, and continued 
knocking at the door until between 11 and 12 
o’clock, when the next door neighbor at No. 16, 
conceived it to be very strange that she received no 
answer, and every effort was made to make them 
hear, and it was immediately concluded that Mr. 
Steinberg had left the house clandestinely with his 
family and goods, to avoid the payment of rent and 
taxes, as he was indebted to his landlord six months 
rent. The gentleman instantly proceeded to Mr. 
Cuthbert, in the Liverpool-road, to inform him of 
the circumstance, when that gentlemen accompanied 
him tothe house, and used every means to get in 
without resorting to force, but they could not make 
any body hear, and under the impression that the 
house was empty, they proceeded to the back part 
of the premises, and found the doors and windows 
fastened. They immediately broke open the door 
and repaired to the kitchen, where they were struck 
with dismay and horror at beholding Mr. Steinberg 
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lying on his back with his head nearly severed from 
his 


were covered with blood. A large and long butcher’s 
knife was lying by his feet, and he had nothing on his 
person but his shirt and drawers. They immedi- 
ately called in Joseph Roles, 215, N. divison, and 
took him to the kitchen to witness the horrid sight ; 
they then proceeded up stairs to the bed-room, the 
first door back apartment, in which the ecceased 
man usually slept with his wife and intant, seven 
months old. Here Mrs. Steinberg, who was a fine 
looking woman, about 25 years of age, was lying on 

the floor in her night dress, covered with blood, and 
her head was nearly severed from her body. She 
was lying on her face, as if she had struggled after 
sie had received the wound, and gradually got out 

oug of bed and died through loss of blood. Her little 
infant was lying at her feet, also with its head near. 
ly cut off. ‘The bed and bed-clothes were completely 
saturated with blood. The pillow was marked with 
blood, as if the deceased man had grasped hold of it to 
reach over for the infant‘when he killed it his arms. 
This awful sight was sufficiently horrible and dis- 
tressing, but still the appalling tragedy was not yet 
closed. On proceeding to the second floor they found 
asmal] cotand a bed. In the latter Henry Stein- 
berg, a fine boy four years and a half old, was found 
with his throat cut, and quite dead. A little further 
from the spot Ellen, aged two years and a half, was 
found lying on the fleor by the side of the cot, with 
her¢@hroat cut from ear to ear. It farther appears that 
Henry slept in the same bed with his broth&r John, 
who was five years and a half of age, and near to 
the bed where Ellen slept. Oa Mr. Cuthbert and 
the other parties proceeding to an adjoining room 
to this, they were petrified a@ beholding the poor 
little fellow John lying on the floor, with his throat 
cut, and toall appearance he must have struggled 
against fhe attack of his murderous parent. It would 
seem that when he was in bed with his brother 
Henry, on seeing his father inflicting violence on 
his brother, he must have got out of bed to make his 
eseape, he being found in his night clothes, and he 
ran into the apartment where he was found, which 
isusedasa workshop. On examining the body, one 
of the forefiggers of his left hand was cut off, and it 
was found about four feet from the body, and the 
flesh was cut completely from one of his shoulders, 
as ifa blow had been aimed at him with the knife. 
Information of the transaction was instantly for. 
warded to Mr. Miller, inspector of the N division, 
who made every necessary arrangement preparatory 
to making inquiry ifto it, and he proceeded to the 
house of the deceased party with a body of men to 
keep off the crowd, whilst he took minutes from va- 
rious parties who were acquainted with the family, 
and during nearly the whole of the day he was oc. 
cupied in this way. The crowd was so dense and 
anxious, that the street was rendered impassable. 

It appeared from the statements of persons exami- 
ned by Mr. Miller, the inspector, that the deceased, 
Mr. Steinberg, lived generally upon the happiest terms 
with his wife and family, and was extremely domesti- 
cated in his habits and seemed to possess a humane 
disposition. He had no friends and a few acquaint- 
ances in London, but his brothers were large farmers 
in Germany. On looking over the place, nothing in 
any part of it was found to be disturbed. No papers 
or letters were found belonging to deceased to give 
an explanation why he should have contemplated or 
committed such dreadful acts, and judging from the 
gencral appearance of the place, the doors being fast- 
ened, &c., there is every reason to suppose that the 
deceased was the author of his own and family’s 
deaths. When inthe kitchen the parties found a 
piece of cartridge paper(on which stood a pen and 
ink) upon the table, and the chair on which the de- 
ceased (Mr. Steinberg) usually sat was placed ina 
position as if he had intended to write something, but 
did not do so. The bottom part of the house was 
rather confused in its appearance, but there was noth- 
ing to induce a belief or suspicion that thieves or 
murderers had been in the house. The case, how- 
ever, in its present stage is involved in mystery, and

the police are making the most praiseworthy exertions 
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tounravel it. Mr. Miller endeavored to ascertain 
where the young man lived who transacted Mr. 
Steinberg’s business during his absence in Germany, 
and on being informed in Whitechapel, he instantly 
forwarded some of his men in every direction to 
search after him and bring him forward, prior to an 
inquest being held upon the bodies. 

Mrs Steinberg, we are informed,was an English- 
woman, but was never visited by any friends ar rela- 
tions, andit is notat present known whether she has 
any. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

An inquest was held on the bodies on Wednesday. 
It transpired that the deceased woman was not Stein- 
berg’s wife; her name was Ellen Lefevre. The fol- 
lowing evidence was given by Samuel Edward Stein- 
berg. He deposed that he resides at No. 7, Leigh 
street, Burton crescent. He had not seen his father 
for years. He has seen the bodies, and indentified 
those of his father and Ellen Lefevre, the deceased, 
with whom he cohabited. She formerly lived as 
servant in their family. The separation between his 
father and mother took place seven yearsago, in 
consequence of his connexion with Lefevre. Wit- 
ness said that his father was very easily excited, and 
had beaten witness and his mother severely. He 
once attempted to put up arope to hang her. He 
believed him to be at times insane. Witness avas his 
only child by h.swife. After a patient examination 
of other witnesses, the jury returned the following 
verdict ; ‘“* That the deceased Nicholas Steinberg did 
wilfully murder Ellen Lefevre and the four children, 
and that he, Nicholas Steinberg, wasFelo de se.”

Captain 
Girdler lay-to immediately, lowered his boats, and 
in a tremendous sea, boarded the brig, and with dif- 
ficulty succeeded in saving the whole 13, in a com- 
plete state of exeaustion. We ought to state, in jus- 
tice to Capt. Girdler and the crew, that upon the re- 
fusal of the mate to enter the boat, in consequence 
of the state of the weather, the whole of the crew 
volunteered to accompeny their captain.—Liverpool 
Standard.
